1 . This Office Action is responsive to the amendment filed on 3/23/201 1 . 

2. The objections and rejections not addressed below are deemed withdrawn. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office Action. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

4. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
3/23/201 1 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 4, 1 7, 1 9, 20, 22-25, 29, and 30 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Pelliconi et al, WO 03/051984. Pelliconi discloses a composition comprising 
55 to 90% by weight of a propylene (co)polymer and 10 to 45% by weight of a blend of 
a propylene/ethylene copolymer and an ethylene/C 4 -Ci 0 olefin copolymer. The prior art 
does not teach nor does it fairly suggest the unexpected improvement in impact 
strength obtained from a composition comprising three polymer components, wherein

each of said three polymer components is defined by the claimed combination of 
properties, comonomer content, and catalyst recited in the independent claim.
